The mother and her boy dug a shallow grave for the 
father’s body, and. almost without clothes or food, 
fled. Little Cloud, not daring to go southward, 
turned toward Manitoba. [n timea party of friendly 
Indians that were sent after them guided them back 
to civilization and safety. The captain speaks 
Sioux, and understands the ways of the savages 
thoroughly. Strange to say, he thinks and speaks 
of them a good deal as a missionary would, and 
while he is as brave as a lion, he is as gentile in spirit 
as a woman.’’—N. Y. Sun.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 


THE annual report of the Secretary of the Navy 
is a very able and interesting document and we 
hope thatit will receive from Congress the atten- 
tion which its importance deserves. General Tracy 
reports that during the 20 montbs covered by the 
present ad ministration nine new ships bave been put 
in commission; four, including one monitor, have 
been advanced to a point where they are just about 
to go into commission; five are in such a condition 
that they will shortly be waiting only for their 
armor; seven have been built from the keel up, of 
which the Texas and Monterey are nearly ready for 
launching, and the five cruisers are well advanced ; 


while of the six others previously authorized all 
have been designed and advertised, and all but one, 
the ram, have been contracted for and are actually 
under construction. The first five vessels on the 
list—the Chicago, Yorktown, Petrel, Charleston and 
Baltimore—have been actively cruising, and all 
have justified, under the severe test of actual prac- 
tice, the high expectations which were then formed 
ot their efficiency as seagoing men-of-war. Of the 
last four vessels placed in commission, the torpedo- 
boat Cushing, built by the Herresboff Manufactur- 
ing Company, of Bristol, R. 1.,is the first. and as 
yet the only craft of this description in the Navy, 
ulthough a second has been authorized. She pot 
only compares favorably with foreign torpedo- 
boats, but stands very near the bead of her class. If 
this country had 20 others like her they would be a 
waterial addition to its means of defence. 

France bas built, building or projected, 210 tor- 
pedo-boats; England, 206; Germany, 180; Ltaly, 152; 
Russia, 143; Austria, 61; Greece, 51; Holland, 50; 
Denmark. 34; Chine, 32; Norway avd Sweden, 31; 
Turkey. 30; Japan, 24; Spain, 15, and Brezil, 15 

The Vesuvius is sull an experiment, the tria! of 
her dynamite guns and tbe tactical test of the ship 
paving been delayed by tbe want of projectiles, 
which the company has thus far been uuable to 
supply. 

Details are given concerning the other vessels of 
the Navy with which our readers are already fa- 
roiliar. In copvsidering them the Secretary finds 
occasion for congratulation in the fact that it is po 
longer necessary, in considering the speed of the 
new ships of the Navy, to make comparisons with 
foreign veseels. We have pow ourown standard, 
and we have the rigbt to congratulate ourselves 
that the standard is unsurpassed by any other navy 
in the world. 

The monitors tow building are all expected to be 
in commission some timein 1892, the Miantonomoh 
in three months. In the Puritan, Amphitrite and 
Monadnock barbette have been substituted for 
roller-base turrets. The armored cruiser New York 
is described as in many respects one of the most 1m- 
portant vessels in the Navy, showing an unusual 
combination of great offensive and defensive power 
with extraordinary coal endurance and bigh speed. 
Four such ships, distributed in various quarters, 
would put an effectual stop to the depredations of 
us many fleets of ordinary cruisers. For general 
purposes of service in war she is believed to have a 
wider field of usefuiness than any other ship yet de- 
signed for the Navy. 

Attention is called to the promptness shown by the 
Naval Bureaus ip preparing the designs for the new 
vessels authorized by the present Congress, It is un- 
+xampled in the history of naval adwinistration in 
this country. in tbe battleship designed the De- 
partment confidently asserts tbat the United States 
will possess three vessels of the bighest power, whose 
equal as fighting ships does nct exist at the present 
day. Their first object is to fight, and fighting rua 
«hines they will be of the highest efficiency. The 
battery ot the battleships is the heaviest and most 
effective in battle carried to-day by any ship afloat 
or projected, and its disposition 1s such as to muke 
it tell with terrific effect. The provision for defence 
is equally effective. The bow of the ship consists of 
a@ powerltul ram, and both bow and stern above the 
protective deck cun be entirely shot away without 
endangering the safety of theship. The Department 
regards them with peculiar interest, for they were 
only acquiesced in upon its earnest solicitation, and 
in the face of many misgivings, to which free utter- 
ance was given both in Congress and in the press. 
As designed they challenge comparison with the 
battleships of the world. There are others in exist- 
ence of greuter size: none of greater power or effi- 
ciency. 

in Cruiser No. 12 the Department has sought to 
produce a vessel absolutely without parallel among 
the war ships of the world. The combination here 
made unites a sufficient armament with complete 
protection against light guns, while at the same 
time the yesse! will have a sea speed and a coal en- 
durance hitherto unkoown in ships of war. She 
will be a match tor the most swift transatlantic 
liner afloat to-day, carrying any armament of 
which such a vessel is capable. No merctant ves- 
sel that she meets, armed or unarmed, can escape 
from ber. She can steam completely around the 
world without touching at any point for coal, and 
without receiving fresh supplies from colliers; and 
yet when the occasion arises, she can overtake with 
ease the fleetest of the ocean greyhounds. Six such 
sbips would exterminate the commerce of any coun- 
try under the present conditions of commerce pro- 
tection, and would thus, under these conditions, ab- 
solutely preclude an attack from a commercial 
state, however threatening in its demands, power- 
= its armored fleet, or aggressive in its foreign 
policy. 

The Department hopes to have ready the follow- 
ing vessels in season to participate in the Columbian 
Review of April, 1893, im New York harbor, the 
greatest demonstration ever held in the Western 
Hemisphere :

Tbe B-thlehem lron Company has utterly broken 
down in the attempt to fulfil its contract for armor, 
and removatrance, solicitation and urgent request 
have been powerless to hasten the performance of 
the work. Oct. 1, 1891, is now tixed as the carliest 
date at which deliveries can begin. 

Accordingly pegotiations were opened with 
Messrs. Carnegie, Phipps and Co., the largest steel 
manufacturersin the United States, if not in the 
world, with a view to the establishment of anotber 
plant; and an agreement has been concluded with 
this firm for the manufacture of 6,000 tons of armor, 
atthe same price as in the contract of 1887 with 
Betblebem, to be of all steel or nickel steel, at the 
option of the Department. The contract binds the 
firm to begin the delivery of armorin June next, 
and to deliver 500 tons per month thereafter. If 
both compunies deliver at the maximum rate called 
for by the contracts it will require over two years 
from July, 1891, to complete the manufaccure of the 
armor requirea for the ships now authorized, and 
some of tnem will be ready forit in advance of the 
time. 

In examining the competitive tests of different 
kinds of armor in Europe, the Department was im- 
pressed by the fact that these tests had been largely 
controlied by the manufacturers who furnished the 
plates, and were, therefore, not fully to be relied 
upon as indicating comparative merits. In some 
cares the tests were made for tbe benefit of thé 
armor, and the gun used was carefully adjusted to 
the armor’s knuwn capacity of resistance. Other 
tests, equally untrustworthy, bad been directed to 
proving the superiority of the ordnance, and in 
these tue plate was adjusted with equal care to the 
nevessities of the gun. The Department theretore 
determined to have a complete test, not only of the 
bew plate, but of those varieties of armor at the 
time in the market and in actual usein different 
navier. F 

Tbe results of these trialsat Annapolis we have 
fully reported. The striking reaults obtained witb 
the nickel steel plate bas thus far led tothe purchase 
of about $59,000 worth of nickel for experiment. 
The Annapolis experiment indicates that plates 
alloyed with nickel are free from the tendency to 
crack, which is the vice of armor plates. The sub- 
stance of the metal appears tu seiz2 uponthe pro- 
jectile and hold it tast. thereby closing the very 
shot hole that it opens. Striking as these charac- 
teristics are, the Department nas no disposition to 
adopt basty conclusions, however sensational their 
character, upon imperfect or inadequate trials. and 
proposes to continue its experiments uotil absolute 
demoustration has been reacbed. ‘he Departmeat 
has directed the Bureau of Ordnance to institute 
experiments with small samples of nickel steel, va- 
ryiog in their composition, for the following pur- 
poses : 

(a) Construction plate similar to that used in ship 
building. 

(b) Boiler plate. 

(c) Construction plate which shall be used in a 
com parative test with the ordinary steel plate, as to 
its nou-fouling qualities, when used as bottom 
plates of steel vessels. 

(d) Metal for projectiles. 

What is said in the report upon the subjects of 
ordnance aod torpedoes is substantially a repetition 
of the report of the Bureau of Ordnance, of which 
we have already yviven asyvnopsis. Particular at- 
tention 1s called to the reduction in the cost 
of making guns and carriages at the Gun Fac- 
tory. Under the contract witb the Ericsson Coast 
Defence Company, it is proposed to make a thor- 
ough test of this system of submarine artillery, 
which possesses undeniable advantages, if applied 
to special types of veasela, such as the ram designed 
for work at close quarters. The experiments will 
be conducted at the torpedo station at Newport. 

To meet the objections of the manufacturers of 
steel the force of inspectors is to be increased and 
their liberty of action enlarged. 

The arguments for an increase of the personnel 
of the Navy already presented here, were urged 
upon the attention of Congress. There should be 
ten admirals instead of six. 

‘rhe situation of the lower part of the list ot line 
officers from the grades of lieutenant to ensignis so 
serious as to be little less than alarming. The aver- 
age age of the five officers now at the head of the 
list in each of these grades is as follows:

This is bad enough, but the situation during the 
next few years is growing rapidly worse, and actual 
calculation shows that, at the average rate of pro- 
motion, the officers now at the foot of these grades 
will only be promoted out of their grades at the fol- 
lowing ages:

The spectacle will thus be presented, at a time not 
very far distance, of the whole grade of lieutenants 
in the Navy composed of men between the ages of 
87 and 54. During all thia pases they can only 
have a subordinate responsibility, although they 
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have reached an age when many men are almost 
ready to retire from the pursuit of an active career. 
They are still in leading-strings, always compelled 
to refer even unimportant questions to their 
seviors, dragging out the muserable existence of a 
subordinate whose energies bave been sapped, 
whose umbition is gone, and who has learned from 
long experience to evade and shirk responsibility. 
it this practice continues, the Government will soon 
find itself possessed of a fleet of the highest quali- 
ties placed in the bands of a body of officers origin- 
ally inferior to none in the world, but with a capac - 
ity that has been dwarfed and stunted by the re- 
sults of this restrictive legislation. 

A3 a partial remedy the Department proposes that 
the number of lieutenant-cemmanders be increased 
from 74 to 124, and the number of heutenants be 
diminished in like proportion ; and that the number 
of lieutenants of the junior grade and of ensigns be 
more nearly equalized. 

lt is also urged that the bill (S. 540) now pending 
in Congress to amend the statutes relating to the 
naming, rating, and command of vessels be so 
amended that second rates may be commanded by 
captains or commanders, third rates by commanders 
or heutenant-commanders, and fourth rates by lieu- 
tenants. 

The bill for the increase of the Engineer Corps is 
urged upon the attention of Congress. 

Attention is called to the importance of the sub 
ject of naval militia. [tis the true American prio- 
ciple that the standing forces of the Government, 
military or naval, should be kept on the smallest 
possible footing consistent with the requirements of 
defence. But it is essential to the muintenance of 
thie principle that there should be a body of trainea 
citizens back of the smal] standing force which wi!) 
be ready to meet an emergency. The passage of the 
bill to put the naval militia upon thesame footing 
as the land militia is urgently recommended. A 
corps of naval electricians 1s also proposed. The 
bum ber of officers available in an emergency would 
thus be increased, as those now detailed to electri- 
cal work could be assigued to other duties, and their 
work could be carried on by the experis of thenaval 
militia. 

The estimates for the year are $1,352,594 86 less than 
those of last year, $155,876.30 less toan for this year. 
For the increase of tne Nuvy the estimates are 
nearly double, or $18,471,229 against $9,386,300. 

Owing to the lurge accumulation of vessels un- 
completed, some of them not yet beguo, which the 

reseot administration of the department found in 

arcb, 1859, awaiting its action, together with a 
buwber of large vessels authorized io the act of laset 
summer, all of which bave been got under wey, an 
imwense bankipg up of contract work io the fiscal 
year 1892 bas tuken place for which Congress is now 
calied upon to appropriate. 

Tbe Department renews its recommendation that 
an act be passed coc solidating the Revenue Marine 
Service witb the Navy. ithe act now betore Con- 
gress, which bas passed the House, bas been carefully 
drawo, and the Department earvestiy recommends 
its passage. 


INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 


Concerning the increase of the Navy, Secretary 
Tracy says: 


The aim of the Navy Department isthe aim that was 
adopted and steadily pursued during the early years of our 
naval bistory; to vuild ships of various types for various 
purposes, each ove of which should be the best of her type 
in existence. The objects to be attainea in the battie ships, 
in the New York,in No.6,in Nv. 12, and in the torpedo 
cruiser, are distinct and wel! defined, and it is believed that, 
taken as a whole, tbey point out, witn a clearness that can 
not b2 mistaken, the true policy of naval construction 
whicn this country should adopt to meet the demands that 
exist to-day. it is safe to say that, in the present state of 
information on this subject, no mistuke can be made ia du- 
plicating one of these types. 

In the seagoing coast-line battle ships, the United States 
possesses three vessels, which, though few in number and 
of less displacement than the monsters now building in 
Europe, are as powerful as any battleships in the world. In 
my report of last year | stated that, in mv opinion, 20 ships 
of this class were required adequately to protect the two 
coasts of the Uniteu States. Such, however, is the great 
power, both offensive and detensive, of the design evolved 
during the past year that the Department may sately modify 
its previous fizure. There is no doubt that 12 such battle- 
sbips as are now in course of construction would equal in 
etliciency forour purposes the 20 that were then contem- 
plated, and witba suitable proportion of harbor-defence 
ships, cruisers and gunboats, would put the coasts of the 
United States 1n a position where they might be tree from 
all anxiety as to the consequences of attack from abroad, * * 

Whatever line of construction Congress should now deem 
it best to follow up, the Department would draw especia: 
attention tothe necessities of the most vulnerable poiots 
along the coast, with a view of providing, as far as possible, 
tor the protection of the enormous interests at stake in 
thuse localities. * * 

There is po uther instance in the world at the present time 
of so much wealth in so exposed a situation. To protect it 
requires a combination of guns afloat and guns on land, * * 

‘he barbor of New York at the present timeis entirely 
defenceless. * * There is nothing to prevent the access of 
a fleet to New York by either the eastern or the southern 
entrance. * * 

The terms of ransom would undoubtedly include the sur- 
render of all the shipping, naval or mercantile, in the port. 
In the case of New York, it is hard to say what limit would 
be fixed to a ransom, and Brooklyn and Jersey City would 
contribute their shares, 

But the calamity would not end with the payment of 
money and the surrender of ships. An enemy’s fleet once 
in the waters of New York would remain there. Commerce 
would be annibilated. Communication would be absolutely 
cut off. The ferryboats would cease to run. The Brooklyn 
Bridge would be closed to traffic as the condition of its 
preservation. Finally, the raiiroad communications would 
be cut and the tooa supply of two and one half millions of 
people would cometoaneni. * * 

Those who recall the scarcity caused by the snow block- 
ade in the great storm of March, 1887, may form some idea 
of the effect of absolute stop ot communication. 
Starvation would be only a question of days. 

The present statement is revealing no secret; at least no 
secret to foreign States. It is ouly our own people who ig- 
noreit. * * 

Qur line of defence is long, and its parts are so divided 
and so remote that they could not be included in any single 
plan of concerted operations. Each woul! inevitably be- 
come the object of separate attack, and each must be effect- 
ively and separately guardea, Nothing short of a force of 
battlesbips, numerous enough to be distributed in the sep- 
arate fields of attack and abie to concentrate on any threat- 
ened point within tneir own field, will prove a complete pro- 
tection. * * 

The type of ship which the Department would suggest 
for purely local purposes isan enlarged Puritan, of light 
draught, not more than 14 to 16 feet, of moderate s .and 
intended absolutely for smooth-water cruisiag, but with 
such armor and armament as to make it, at thesame time 
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irresistible and invulnerable against any single assailant. 
Twenty inches of armor and eight 13-iach guns would fulfil 
the prescribed conditions. It is a serious question, however, 
whether greater advantages would not be gained by distri- 
buting the guns in two vessels instead of one; but whichb- 
ever plan is adopted, the general conditions of the problem 
remain the same. The ships would be intended exclusively 
for local pur s,and would have a post and astation 
from which they would never be absent. While the battle- 
sbips are of the first importance to concentrate along the 
coast, Or in waters not far rem>ved from it, wherever they 
may be needed, the continuous preseace of a sufficient 
number of harbor-defence vessels would stay the entrance 
of an enemy until the battleships could arrive. The type of 
tarbor-defence ship described is less expensive than the sea- 
going ships, and it answers, as no other type can answer, the 
a of American harbors. * 
ne harbor-defence ship would become the rallying point, 
the armory, the drill-ball, the parade ground, and the paval 
school of those young men who have shown such spirit and 
earnestness ir. the organization of the naval militia. Itsbou!d 
be their privilege to become the principal source of supply 
for the complement, both of officers and meo, of their local 
ship; and the result would be an addition of incalculable 
strength to the naval resources of the country. 

If such a plan should be adopted it 1s reasonable to believe 
that Boston, New York, Philadeiphia, Baltimore, New Or- 
leans, San Francisco, and the cities on Puget Soucd would 
become centres of naval strength iostead of being, as they 
are to-day, conspicuous examples of maritime weakness, 
and inviting objects of muritime attack ; while these local 
forces, organized in complete harmony with the spirit of 
American institutions, would be welded together and trans- 
fused with the spirit of naval disciplioe by the small but 
efficient standing force which the country will always 
maintain. y 

In conclusion I would repeat here the proposition that 
was laid down at the opening of my report last year, that 
“the purpose for which the United States maintains a Navy 
is not conquest, but defence.” The best guaranty of peace 
is a judicious expenditure for the Navy, such as will meet 
the necessities of the country. At the present time it has 
not such a force, nor will it have the force required even 
when all the shins now authorized are completed. The 
problem of naval construction has been simplified almust 
beyond belief in tbe last eight years. It only remains to 
add to the number of vessels of types already in existence. 

The price ia not too high to pay if it affords the means 
whereby the United States, for the first time in Maoy years, 
may be enabled to preserve and defend its rights. 
great calamity, but it is not the greatest calamity that can 
befall a free, intelligent, and self-respecting people.

OUR SPECIAL REPORTS FROM THE INDIAN 
COUNTRY. 


(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
PINE RIDGE AGENCY. 


THERE are now here eight companies of the 2d [n- 
fantry, an artillery detachment under Capt. Corliss 
and battalion of the 9th Cavalry under Col. Henry. 
Matters are in statu quo, and will beso as long as the 
War Departmeut desires. If they wish a fight they 
may get a small one, but none onan extended scale. 
The Indian is better off now with abundance of 
cattle than in the days of game, but he, all the same, 
likes the surroundings of the agency. Civilization 
has demoralized him. To take and shackle Red 
Cloud, Sitting Bull or other fomenters of discord 
should be the first step to be taken—when other mat- 
ters will crop out. Troops should not be concentrated 
at our expense without some action, and the cost 
should be taken out the allowauce for the Indians. 
Lieut. Taylor, 9th Cav., is enlisting a company of 
scouts. 

The battalion of the 9th Cavalry had to-day a drill 
of Col. Henry’s for Indian tactics. Being in column 
of files, twor, fours or troops, at the blowing of a 
whistle, in a moment’s notice a cloud of skirmishers 
are formed, representing the four sides of a square, 
bringing a fire in all directions, and being able to 
move similarly—fighting mounted or dismounted. 
A second whistle, the original formation is made. 
They also drilled moving on a position, by rushes to 
the front by dismounted squadrons, its advance be- 
ing covered by the volley firing of the other, and so 
on in succession. Tbe 9th and other soldiers would 
like to have achance to settle this Indian matter 
bow by giving them a good thrashing, if that is pos- 
sible, and then getting back to winter quarters. It 
gets cold up here, you know, but Providence is 
smiling on us now with most beautiful weather. It 
may be the Indian Messiah who is helping us. The 
ghost shirts now being brought in are spectural 
things. Some old bag has gotonto it and 1s mak- 
ing imitations for sale, and. not the original ones 
worn and hallowed by use: These Indians are 
children and need spacking, but the great Father in 
Wasbington is treating tbem like men—which they 
cannot appreciate and never could. INFANTRY. 





The performance going on now is the o)d story— 
the indian Department proving itself incompetent 
to manage these Indians, and the War Department 
being called on for troops to stiffen the agent's back- 
bone. Put this agency io charge of a proper agent 
—such as McGallicuddy—and not one who is a polit- 
ical appointment, and no trouble would ever exist, 
and the expense and annoyance caused by bringing 
troops from a distance, exposed to colds and other 
annoyances, would thus be avoided. This is a prac- 
tical affair now—and shooting is stopped by the 
votes expected to be gathered in the future—bence 
no fear of hostilities need be expected. SgQvaw. 





FORT ROBINSON, NOV. 29, 1890. 


Lieuts. Taylor and Perry, 9th Cav., came in to-day 
from Pine Ridge Agency, bringing with them 100 
indians to be equipped and enlisted as scouts. Tbey 
will return tothe agency for duty in afew days. 
All reports from the military point to a favorable 
adjustment of the [ndian troubles, notwithstanding 
the alarming accounts to the contrary with which 
the newspapers are filled. A regular campof in- 
struction ou a large scale has been inaugurated 
under Gen. Brooke, the Indians looking on with 
admiration atthe manceuvres and drilling of the 
troops. The bealth of the command is excellent 
und everything is serene at present. Lieut. Rice, 
7th Cav., met with a serious accident, being thrown 
from his horse. Lieut. Preston reported for duty, 
baving resigned his pleasant Eastern detail for ao 
Indian campaign. Dinner parties among the ladies 
are the only dissipation in vogue at the post. Dur- 
ing the absence of so many of the garrison every- 
thing is dull. Miss Faith Casey and Miss Bache, 
after pleasant visits to friends, have returned to 
their homes. 





CAMP AT ROSEBUD AGENCY, 8. D. 
The generally accepted belief that the day of In- 
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dian wars in this country bad gone forever has been 
ruthless)y shattered within the past month by the 
hostile actions of the Sioux tribes. The youngsters 
who have been bemoaning the hard luck which 
brought them into the Army in these piping times 
of peace see before them visions of glory and bre- 
vets in the not distant future, and the old officers 
who had prepared themselves for a guiet, comforta- 
ble winter in garrison have shaken out their rheu- 
matic limbs and have marched out for a winter 
campaign on these inbospitable plains. 

The troops from Fort Niobrara—three companies 
8th Infantry and two troops 9th qh Py 
command of Lieut. Col. A. T. Smith, left their post 
as early as Nov. 19, with orders to make a forced 
march and reach this agency, nearly 40 miles dis- 
tant, before daylight next morning, a feat that was 
handsomely accomplished to the astonishment of 
the agency employers and Indians, to whom the ar- 
rival of the troops was unexpected. 

The site of the agency was originally selected by 
Spotted Tail, and that wily chieftain chose it ina 
place most admirably located for hisown purposes. 
In a deep basin, surrounded by high hills, with nu- 
merous deep canons leading isto it on all sides; it is 
a place easy of assault and difficult of defence. 
Everything has been very quiet since the arrival of 
the troops, although rumors of threatened attacks 
have not been infrequent. Every preparation has, 
however, been made by the troops for any emer- 
gency, and picket and outpost duty is the order of 
the day and night. 

On Nov. 23 a battalion of four companies of the 
2ist inf. from Fort Sidney, Neb., under command 
of Lieut. Col. J. 8. Poland, arrived in camp, having 
made a forced march of 35 miles from Valentine, 
Neb., in 13 hours. Col. Poland now commands the 
troops here. They consist of Cusick’s and Garrard’s 
troops of the 9th Cay., Cos. A (Whitney’s), B (Por- 
ter’s) and H (Wells’s) of the 8th {nf., and Cos. A (Lt. 
Brooke), C (Ebstein’s), E (Duncan’s) and G (Boyle’s) 
of the 2ist Inf.—in all about 360 officers and men. 
Asst. Surgs. Cabell, Heyland Finley are the medi- 
cal officers. 

The chilly November nights already give us a fair 
taste of whata winter campaign under canvas is 
like in this climate, and our only eonsolation is that 
the noble red man is probably as uncomfortable in 
his tepee as we are in a wall tent. 


FORT ASSINNIBOINE, MONT., NOV. 29. 


Two troops of cavalry and two companies of in- 
fantry are held in readiness to board the cars in 
waiting here for the scene of the [Indian troubles. 
Twice everything bas been packed ready to go but 
as yet we are on the qui vive awaiting orders. 

Capt. Ward, lst Cav., went to Dillon, Mont., last 
week to inspect horses for the cavalry service, but 
returned, at his own request last night, to accom- 
pany his troop in the field. 

Lieut. Hartman, lst Cav., applied a few days ago 
for a four months’ leave, which was disapproved by 
the Department commander on account of the ILn- 
dian troubles. 

The application of Lieut. Macdonald for an ex- 
tension of leave was disapproved and he returned 
several days ago to join his troop. 

Lieutenants Reynolds and Morrison 20th lnf., ex- 
pect to go to Keogh in a few days, to be examined 
for promotion. 

Lieutenant and Mrs. Cabaniss are spending a 
month at Fort Benton, Mont. 

We are glad to see that our Post Surgeon, Dr. La 
Garde, has been appointed to take charge of the ex- 
hibits of the medical department at the world’s 
fair in Chicago. He takes deep interest in his pro- 
fession and his department may feel wel! assured 
that their best interests will be carefully guarded 
under his supervision. 

The court which tried Sergeant Ross for shooting 
at Captain Coe adjourned about three weeks ago, 
but the sentence has not yet been published. Its 
generally believed that the plea of insanity was sus- 
tained by the court. 

There was great rejoicing at the post afew days 
since when the water appeared once more in the 
post dam, and the pumping engine, which had been 
idle so long, was put to work again. There will be 
no scarcity of water now until the summer comes 
when the same story will have to be toid over again. 

Recruits are badly needed here to fill up the 
troops and companies to their proper fighting 
strength to take the field against the Indians, but 
the artillery, not content with the big slice cut out 
of each regiment of cavalry and infantry, still gets 
the lion’s share of the recruits, while the fighting 
contingent of the Army, relied upon to suppress 
the Indian troubles, are, except in few instances, no 
stronger than before.

Notwithstauding the 
doubt as to the advisability of repairing the Nipsic, 
contained in the annual report of Chief Coustructor 
Wilson, of the Navy, the fact remains that so far as 
bas been demonstrated the hull of the ship, above 
the water line, is in a sound and staunck condition, 
and about the only repairs — in the Construc- 
tion Department to fit the Nipsic for a cruise are a 
new boweprit, a new main lower mast and a thor- 
ough recaulking of the deck fore and aft. 1t is more 
than probable that below the water line the ship is 
in «qually good condition, for the repairs made 
while at Honolulu were of a superior character, al- 
though it is true the false keel is of pine, but well 
eoppered. And if the policy of the Government is 
to maintain a war vessel at the Hawaiian capital, 
the Nipsic is believed to be as fit for the duty as any 
ship of her class.

RETIRED OFFICERS IN WASHINGTON. 


THE only admiral of the Navy—Admiral Por- 
ter—bas given the doctors the slipand is getting 
well as fast as can be—3o fast that his daughter, Miss 
Elena Porter, is going to be married ged soon, 
when it was tbougbt, only a little while age, that 
the wedding would have to be indefinitely post- 
poned on account of her father’s condition. The 
doctors pulled long faces, and thought that the 
splendid old bulk couldn't last much longer. But 
just as they bad finished their diagnosis, and con- 
cluded that the admiral was about to slip bis cable, 
the old fellow began to mend and is as chipper as 
possible by this zime. Rear Admiral Steedman, one 
of the relics of the Navy, bas just passed away, and 
his body was taken to Boston for burial. Wasting- 
ton is the natural city of refuge of retired Army 
and Navy men. Here they have a United Service 
Club, where the old gentlemen can meet and growl 
comfortably over the decay of everything pertain- 
ing to both Services, as it is a well known fact that 
an officer over 60 always believes “‘ the Service is go- 
ing to the dogs, sir—going tothe dogs!" Likewise 
they bave no faith to speak of in the big 10 ir. guns, 
and are always asking, ‘“‘ What are you going to do, 
sir, when sbe bas been fired four or five times, and 
has ripped the ship to pieces a great deal more than 
she has ripped the enemy's ship?” and various other 
embarrassing questions. The Navy Department 
isn’t 80 much seared as some people think over the 
loss of the British cruiser S nt, which the gun- 
boats Yorktown, Concord and Bennington are strik- 
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ingly like. From the accounts receive? ie ny 
that any ship that ever was built would have been 
destroyed uuder the same conditions, as the Serpent 
was out of her reckoning, and went, bows on, upon 
a sunken rock. Nevertheless, changes are to be 
made in the Bennington, which will ligbten her 
armament considerably—such as substituting 5-in. 
guns for 6-in. guns. Thelimitin bie guns seems to 
bave been reached aad passed too.— Boston Saturday 
Evening Gazette. 

The London Army and Navy Gazettesays: “The 
Navy generally will regret to hear that intelligence 
from Washington states that Admiral Porter, of the 
United States Navy, 1s dangerously il). With a sea 
service dating from 1824, and extending to every 
ocean, it would be strange if Admiral Porter had 
not been on intimate terms with many of our offi- 
cers; and, as a matter of fact, he possesses plenty of 
friends and acquaintanves in our navy. But the 
majority associate his name with energetic work 
performed in the civil war, and with bis labor since 
1870 at the head of the fleet. We trust that better 
news of the worthy old seaman will be received 
shortly; and that, stimulated by the example of Sir 
Provo Parry Wallis, be will show that there is 
nothing so conducive to long life as sea air aud a 
good constitution.” 

The latest information unfortunately offers no 
hops of permanent improvement in the condition of 
the venerable admiral. 








FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—SECOND SESSILUN, 


The first week of the second session of the 5lst 
Congress has not developed much of interest to the 
Services. A few unimportant bills have been intro- 
duced, none have been passed, and the committees 
have accomplished only asmali amount of prelim- 
inary work. 

No time is being lost by the House Military Com- 
mittee in considering the Army appropriation bill. 
A draft of the bill made up in accordance with the 
estimates was comp! ted on Wednesday. On Thurs- 
a the eub-committee bad the Secretary of War 
before them, and with his assistance practically 
completed the bill. A copy of it was furnisbed the 
Secretary for further consultation with the bureau 
chiefs, and on Friday the bill was considered and 
practically amplifi by the full committee. The 
most important items of increase in the bill are the 
transporiation, mileage and subsistence funds, 
which are enlarged to something nearer the esti- 
mates than formerly. An increase of $150,000 is also 
made to the fund for the purchase of cavalry 
horses. The transportation fund is increased b 
about $300,000, and a like sum added to the subsist- 
ence fund. These increases are made in cons quecce 
of the additional expenses incident to the Indian 
troubles. Reductions are made in other parts of 
the bill, so that the total appropriation will be very 
little in excess of the regular appropriations, 

Chairman Boutelle, of the House Naval Commit- 
tee, will not commence work on that measure for 
some days yet, for the reason that the annual re- 
ports of the Bureau chiefs have not yet been re- 
ceived from the printer. An effort will be made, 
however, to have the bill reported tothe House im- 
mediately after the holidays. Mr. Boutelle will en- 
deavor to secure a night session at an carly, date for 
the consideration of naval legislation and, if success - 
fu', a number of the pending bills will probably be 
actea upon by the committee, but if not, the pre- 
paration of the Naval Appropria ion bill will form 
the bulk of this committiee’s work during the pres- 
ent session. One of the measures to be specially 
urged by the committee is the Senate bill now on 
the House calendar to increase tbe number and effi- 
ciency of the enlisted force of the Navy. 

Tbe House Appropriation Committee has made 
considerable progress with the Fortification bill, 
and wil! doubtiess have itin shape to report to the 
House in the early part of next week. If thia is 
done it will be the first timein many years that a 
Fortification bill bas been reported to the House 
durivg the first month of the session. 

The Senate Naval Committee held an informal 
meeting on Wednesday, but beyond a general talk 
on the more importaat features of the Secretary's 
annual report, and as to the chances of passing the 
Revenue Marine transfer bil), no business was ac- 
complished. It is the intention of the committee to 
urge action upon this bi!l at the first opportunity. 

he bill for the increase of the Engineer Corps of 
the Navy io accordance with the recommendation 
of the Engineer-in-Chief, and as substantially ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Navy in bis annual 
report, provides that tbe active list of the Eogineer 
Corps shall consist of 12 chief engineers with the 
rank of captain, 15 chief engineers with the rank of 
commander, 55 chief engineers with the rank of 
lieutenant commander, 95 passed assistant engineers 
with the rank of lieutenant, 80 passea assistant en- 
gineers with the rank of lieutenant, junior grade 50 
assistant engineers with the rank of ensigr, and a 
number of cadet engineers with the rank of naval 
cadet. The bill further provides that the corps 
shall be recruited from the engineer division of the 
Naval Academy and graduates of technical schools 
in equal proportions. The bill asks for no changes 
in or increase of the existing rates of pay, the neces- 
sity of an addition to the number of engineer offi- 
vers, and of filling the vacancies in a manner most 
suitable to the best interests of the service, being 
paramount.

THE proceediugs of the Army promotion boards 
are slowly coming into the Adjutant General's 
office, and from all accounts the authorities seem to 
be very well satisfied with the character of the ex 
amination papers. There have been no failurea, 
professionally, thus far, and, so far as heard from, 
Captain Vedder, 5 b Ivf., and Lieutenant Harold, 
31 Art/, are the only two officers who have failed 
physically, These officers are now eligible for re- 
tirement with the next highest rank as soon as 
vacancies occur above them. No further examin- 
ation by a retiring board will benecessary, as under 
the terms of the recent regulations the promotion 
boards have the same power respecting the examin- 
ations of disabled officers as retiring boards. Just 
at present the Department is experiencing some 
difficulty in keeping up the personnel of the West- 
ern boards in consequence of the need of some of 
the officers previously ordered, for Indian service. 
If the Indian troubles continue for any length of 
time it may be necessary for some of the boards to 
stop work temporarily. 








THE death of the Surgeon General of the Army 
brings the question of a successor to tbat position 
into prominence. When General Moore was retired 
a few months ago, the position was generally con- 
ceded to the late General Baxter. Col. Chas. Suth- 
erland is now the senior of the medical corps, and 
is favored by many for the positivn, and while 
avoiding vague prophecy, we hazard the opinion 
that it lies between bim and his immediate junior, 
Col. Chas. Puge. 








In the list of measures prepared by the dom 
inant party of the Senate for consideration during 
the present session are those to increase the artil- 
lery arm, with the Senate military committee’s 
three battalions for infantry amendment, and the 
revenue marine transfer bill. These measures were 
selected by the chairmen of the Military and Naval 
committees, respectively, ss the ones they especially 
d: sired to have acted upon. 
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BULLETS OR BREAD. 


THE threatened Indian outbreak was the theme 
of discussion in the Senate on Wednesday, apropos 
of a joint resolution introduced from the Committee 
on Military Affairs by Mr. Hawley, authorizing the 
Secretary of War to issue arms and ammunition to 
the States of North and South Dakota. Mr. Voor- 
hees thought that rations for the Sioux were more 
needed than bullets for the Dakotians. Mr. Dawes, 
speaking on behalf of the Committee on Indian 
Affairs, admitted the hunger of the Indians, but he 
questioned whether it had anything to do with their 
present threatening disposition. Mr. Pierce, of N. 
Dakota, said he lived within a few miles of the 
great Sioux Reservation. He had been there for 
the last two months, and this was the first time he 
bad heard it asserted that the Indian was on the 
warpath because he was hungry. He saw Indians 
every day in the town where he lived, and they 
were sleeker and better fed, apparently, than the 
Senator from Indiana. Mr. Voorhees paid a hizh 
compliment to the soldierly and other good quali- 
ties of General Miles and said that he would take 
his statement far sooner than that of a Senator who 
lived near the Sioux Reservation and who, with his 
people, wanted to get the Indian Jands as soon as 
possible. The one was a reliable officer; the other 
was the fox lying around the pen where the geese 
were, waiting to get some of them. 

To the impartial observer there does pot appear 
to be any conflict of statement among these honor- 
able gentlemen. It 1s reported by General Miles 
that the Indians are discontented because they are 
hungry, and the hunger is admitted, Mr. Pierce’s 
remark applying only. to certain Indians he saw in 
town. It is no contradiction of General Miles’s 
statement to say that it is the Indians’ own fault if 
they are hungry. Empty stomachs do not reason. 

It would have added to the force of Senator Vor- 
hees remarks if he had turned to the work upon 
“Our Wild Indians,” written by Col. Richard I. 
Dodge, U. S. A., who understands them thoroughly, 
and read thus: ‘But afew years agothe Indian 
was wild, free and independent. Now he is a pris- 
oner of war, restrained of his liberty and confincd 
on circumscribed areas. Buta few years ago the 
Plains furnished him ample supply of food; now he 
is constantly on the verge of starvation. We leave 
our helpless prisoners to starve, and shoot withent 
mercy the reckless few who, goaded to desperation. 
by their sufferings, dare to cross the dead line of the 
reservation. Inthis horrid crime every voter of 
the United States is either actively or passively im- 
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plicated, for it has its root in the legislative branch 
of the Government. The appropriations for the 
support of the Indians are entirely inadequate, the 
most favored tribes receiving no more than about 8 
cents a day forthe support of each individual.” 
Even Mr. Dawes tacitly admitted that Congress 
have failed to fulfil the stipulations made with the 
Sioux by Gen. Crook as the head of a Commission. 
He ‘said: ‘The agreement was read over in the 
presence of the Indians and of the Commission, and 
all had assented to it. It bad then been embodied 
in a bill that was drawn up by Gen. Crook and his 
associates, and was submitted to Congress by the 
President. The bill thus framed to the complete 
satisfaction of the Indians had passed the Senate 
without the dotting of an ‘‘i” or the crossing of a 
**t.” but where it was now he dil not know.” Un- 
fortunately, the Indians are not Constitution ex- 
pounders and do not interest themselves in fine 
drawn distinctions between co-ordinate branches of 
the Government. 

If the natural result follows in war toe honor- 
able gentlemen will sit in their comfortable seats in 
Congress and tack on to their annual appropriation 
bill the usual proviso limiting the Army to 25,000 
men, and thus make the burden as heavy as possi- 
ble for those who have it to bear. Mr. Hawley 
thinks that the settlers should have more bullets. 
Mr. Voorhees that the Indians need more rations. 
Let one or the other opinion prevail. Either make 
the Indians content by fair and liberal treatment, 
or furnish our military authorities with the proper 
force and the proper authority to keep them in 
order. They can doit and will doit if they are 
given the necessary liberty of action. D»> our 
legislators realize the entertainment to which they 
are inv:ting our Army in asking them to conduct a 
winter campaign in the Northwest—a country of 
blizzards and snow storms? If one becomes neces- 
sary the explanation of it will be found not alone 
in the Government’s treatment of the Indians, but 
in the annual proviso of the appropriation bill lim- 
iting the Army to a force wholly inadequate to 
maintain with proper efficiency the regiments and 
companies the law authorizes. If there was any 
doubt before of the necessity of providing the cay- 
alry and infantry, as well as the artillery, with 12 
well-manned companies for each regiment there 
can be no doubt now. General Schofield, it will be 
observed, does not, in his annual report, present 
any argument in favor of the legality of the War 
Department's action in cutting down the cavalry 
and infantry regiments. He puts it upon the mili- 
tary ground of imperative military neceessity, but 
now that argument is seen to be equally applicable 
to all arms of the Service. 








ROOM FOR THE YOUNGSTERS. 


THE active interest shown throughout the Navy 
in the discussion aroused by the paper of Lieut. W. 
F, Fallam, U. S. N., recently read before the Naval 
Institute, is a very hopeful sign of revolt against 
the hide-bound conservatism from which the Ser- 
vice has too long suffered. One officer writes say- 
ing: **I desire to express my unqualified endorse- 
ment of all the ideas so ably advanced, and to 
express the opinion that a large majority of the 
thinking officers of the Service will agree with 
Lieutenant Fullam.” Another says: ‘‘ Officers of 
the old school hang on to untenable positions, 
dying hard in a weak struggle against the~ ever- 
growing young thought, young energy, and un- 
biassed views of the modern school.” A graduate 
of the Naval Academy now in civil life says: ** It 
goes against my sense of justice—not to mention 
that of business—to see such a blanket naval 
policy.” Still a fourth officer, writing more in de- 
tail, says: 

The chief petty officers of a vessel of war, and 
thoge receiving the bighest pay, should be the lead- 
ing men in the gun divisions, those who are profi- 
cient in all drillsand capable of instructing recruits; 
they should be held responsible for the improve- 
ment of those instructed. These petty officers might 
be styled division mates, which rate should replace 
that of boatswain’s mate; then would folluw the 
gun captains, the grades thus being given the mili- 
tary titles instead of the old titles which in the 
modern ship have no significance. These men should 
have the care of the deck, brightwork, etc., in the 
vicinity of their guns as well as of the guns them- 
selves; they should be beld to a strict responsibility 
for the proper keeping of the same. The officer of 


the watch is now held rersonally responsible for 
innumerable petty routine matters which should 


properly belong to the pay. officer; they should 
oy gg upon the mind of the officer of the deck 
We regret to see that an attempt has been made 
to break the force of Lieutenant Fullam's argument 
by characterizing his paper as an expression of 
corps jealousy. Wedonot so understand it. The 
value of the Marine Corps is not in question. There 
is not an officer or man in the Marine Corps in ex- 
cess of the requirements. The only question is to 
the proper function of the marine. As to that we 
are not prepared at present to express an opinion. 
But we do insist that the subject may properly be 
discussed and that a free and good-tempered dis- 
cussion of the best orgavization for the Navy on 
ship or ashore will be of ultimate benefit to the 
marives, as well as to the Navy proper. The Navy 
is sadly in need of the freest proper discussion, and 
it is ideas and ability and not rank or position that 
is to count in such a discussion. Youths of thirty- 
five, like Lieutenant Fullam, ought not to be ex- 
cluded from the discussion. We are not oyer-much 
troubled with youngness ourselves, but we realize 
that the future of the Navy, as of the Army, is with 
the young. Let ths youngsiers have their say, 
gentlemen of the Navy. If they talk foolishness no 
one will suffer but themselves. If, perchance, what 
they say has good sense in it, let us remember that 
none of us are too old to learn, even though it be 
‘**out of the mouths of babes and sucklings.” 
Ovoncerning this subject, the author of the paper 
in question, Lieutenant Fullam, writes us as 


follows: 


As Commander Glass has shown, many of the 
cbanges proposed had been previously suggested by 
the Board of Organization. Surely this Board could 
not be charged with inciting a corps quarrel, and 
the many officers who agree with the Board have 
only ove object in view—the efficiency of the Naval 
service. Scores of letters frum officers attest thet 
the writer bas merely fallen into their tracks, an 
humble follower of the progressive element. The 
contend that the modern sailor should be first of ail 
a heavy artillerist, now that sails are no more in 
battle. And as such he must beas worthy of trust 
as a soldier in military duties. The best practical 
exercise with great guns is pointing drill at moving 
objects. Let the gun captain keep his eyes on one 
set of sights while the officer keeps his own eye on 
the other set to note if the gun captain fires at the 
right instant. lt will be discovered that the men at 
the training and elevating gear must obey the gun 
captain implicitly and watch bim constantly. All 
must work asone man. It is the extreme of care, 
exactness, attention and skill. [tis military to the 
highest possible degree. The soldier or the marine 
knows nothing half so difficult in the whole round 
of his duties. The ship me be rolling and the tar- 
get moving rapidly. Quicker action, a truer eye. 
and greater coolness and intelligenee are demanded 
than a soldier dreams of. In battle delay in point- 
ing will perbaps be fatal. A valuable opportunity 
may be lost. be casualties of the fight may put 
apy man in the gun crew at the training or elevat- 
ing gear, and if he is not careful, cool and exact, the 
gun captain, no matter bow skillful he may be him- 
self, may never be able to get his sights on the 
enemy. Henceall the men, not the gun captains 
alone, must be trained with great care. Of what 
use are rapid firing guns if they are not rapidly 
aimed? After all, it is the man, not mechanism, that 
—- battle. Hereis the whole thing in a nut- 
shell. 

To what end is all naval organizition, training 
and discipline; all the complications of bureaus, re- 
ports, returns, drills, salutes, parades, and routines, 
if a class of men are not trained to hit moving tar- 
gets early and often? This will be the problem 
when the drum next beats to quarters. Skill with 
sail2 and ability in cleaning skylights will not count. 
The nation that bends all energy to developing 
skilled gunners will win the next sea fight. The na- 
tion that neglects to do so, refusing to trust its sea- 
men in time of peace, will suffer a crushing defeat. 
This is a rapid firing age. ° 

As long as the marines remain on board ship con- 
servative forces will use them to prevent the de- 
velopment of the military instinct in the sailor. 
Remove them and officers will devote themselves to 
the sailor and create in him a feeling of enthusiasm 
and interest in the Service. 

Thus it is in defence of thesailor and with an idea 
to his improvement as well as with due regard to 
American institutions that it 1s recommended to 
withdraw marines and teach officers to study their 
men. No reflection was cast upon the marines as 
soldiers Their record is a proud one. But is the 
record of the sailor less su? Time has wrought 
changes. Change demands that, ip Ameria at least, 
no man sha!! be put over a sailor on board ship. 


There is much more to the same effect, but the 
communication, unfortunately, reaches us too late 
to be used this week. 








THe system of regimental recruiting has ex- 
panded until at present all the regiments of artil- 
lery and the ist, 21, 34, 6 bh, Lith, 15th, 19th and 
23d Regiments of Infantry have representatives 
canvassing differcnt parts of the country for the 
kind of material desired. The regular recruiting 
officers are also putting forth increased efforts to 
keep the enlisted strengib up to the full quota. But 
not withstanding the thorough canvassing that is be- 





ing done there has been a notable falling off in the 


number enlisted as compared with previous years. 
Some reduction was, of course, to be expected in 
view of the rigid requirements stipulated, in order 
to secure none but the best men, but the falling off 
for the past month has been greater than was ex- 
pected, and in consequence of the urgent demand 
for more men the Department has lately deemed it 
expedient to give the recruiting officers a “wider 
range of discretion in selecting mon for the Army. 
The enlistments for the past month numbered only 
about 300 as compared with 900 for the correspond- 
ing month of the previous year. 





SECRETs RY TRACY, in hisannual report, announces 
for the first time the names of six of the 19 anchrist- 
ened new vessels of the Navy. Battleships Nos. 1, 2 
and 8 are named respectively the Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts, and the Oregon. The 8,100-ton armored 
cruiser building by the Messrs. Cramp is named the 
New York, and the protected cruisers Nos. 7 and 8, 
building at New York and Norfolk, the Cincinnati 
and the Raleigh. The vessels still unnamed are 
the tbree 2,000-ton cruisers, two small gunboats, 
three steam tugs, protected cruiser No. 12, harbor 
defence ram, torpedo cruiser and torpedo boat, and 
practice cruiser. The Secretary’s report 1s as in- 
teresting as it is important. It shows that efficiency 
atd zeal prevail in all departments of our naval 
administration to a degree never excelled. The re- 
sponsibility of determining what types of vessels 
should be built rests upon the Navy Department, 
and the Secretary has shown himself, with reference 
to them, to be as prompt in decision as he is decided 
in action. We refer to his report for particulars as 
to our present aud prospective naval construction. 
With reference to what has been done in the De- 
partment of Ordnance, we observe that the N. Y. 
Times reports Lieut.-Col. W. Hope, V. O., of Eag- 
land, who is now in this country as saying : 


As to the Washington Gun Fouondry, I, for the first time 
in my life become convinced, that it was possible to coa- 
struct a perfect “built-up” gun. This is a result I have 
long contended was impossible to attain. [ now see that [ 
wasinerror. Mind you, I do not say that I believe that the 
* built-up ” is the best gun that can be devised, but [ do say 
that the “built-up” gun of the United States Navy, as 
turned out at the Washington Gun Foundry, is the most 
perfect gun in existence. I will go further than this and 
say that I believe, and kaow it to be a fact, that the * built- 
up” gun, as now used in the U. 8. Navy,is the best and 
most powerful gun afloat or ashore anywhere in the world. 
There is not a gun in Europ?, there is nota gun anywhere, 
that can begin to compare with it, and the credit due to the 
heads of the Ordnance Department of the United States 
Navy for this result is inestimavie. I ascribe the succes: of 
the “ built-up ” gun to the fixing of individual responsibili- 
ties on every one connected with the assembling of the 
pieces. The slightest error in measurement is traced at once 
to the person directly responsible, and it goes without sayin 
ing that such error will not azain be repeated. The proof o 
the efficiency of the American “ built-up” guns is the re- 
sult of the tests they have stood. Not one of the guas has 
developed defects or shown the slightest tendency to yield. 
In Eogland we are way behiod you. The reason is we are 
handicapped by such firms as William Armstrong and Son, ee 
on whom we have mainly relied for tbe fabrication of gua 
material. William Armstrong aimed to be a guomaker. He 
also aimed to make money out of Government coat racts. 
As a guomaker he is a failure. As a money-making con- 
tractor he is a success. , 





THE troops ordered into the field on account of 
the Indian disturbances have had a hard time of it 
this week owing to the severity of the weather in 
the Northwest. Toe summer manw@uvres were 
somewhat limited this year on account of lack of 
funds, but the deficiency will be amply made up by 
the winter manceuvres forced upon the troops by 
the unruly hostiles. Doubtless the element of dan- 
ger in the latter will make them more generally 
acceptable, for the average soldier finds but li‘tle 
satisfaction in the mimicry of war. If the Indians 
will dance Gen. Miles and his forces will see to it 
that they pay the piper, and pay him well. 





Tue interchange of courtesies this week betwern 
the Brazilian Navy officers and the cfficers of our 
Army and Navy have been marked and exceed- 
ingly pleasant. I: bas been a little cold fur the 
South Americans, but the warmth of their recep- 
tion has atoned toa large degree for the frigidity 
of the atmosphere. They will retarn to Brazil 
with many pleasant memories. 








Oor letters from West Point and Annapolis this 
week give very complete accounts of the results of 
the football match between the military and naval 
cadets, and of the manner in which the news of the 
naval victory was received at Aanapolis. Weare 
glad to learn that the contest has not lessened the 
traditional friendship between tae two institations, 
end that Uncle Sam’s young web-feet are longing 
for a visit from the military cadets that they may 
have an opportunity to show their eppreciation of 





the generous hospitality which they found awaiting 
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tbem at West Point. So much interest has been 
awakened in football by this experience that we 
are in hopes of arranging a match between the offi- 
cers attached to the two national inatitutions. 
Whenever their two elevens are organized and ready 
to try conclusions we should take great pleasure in 
offering a handsome pr.za to the members of the 
winning team. Our Honolulu correspondent gives 
a full report of a very interesting football match 
bet ween the Charlcston eleven and a localteam. Ia 
this instance also the naval men swept the board. 








We received some time since a copy of the paper 
on “ Electric welding applied to the manufacture 
of proj-ctiles,” read by Lieut. W. M. Wood, U.S. N., 
before the Society of Arts, Institute of Technology, 
Boston, Oct. 28, and laid it aside hoping for an op- 
portunity to give more attention to it than was pos- 
sible at the time. Its conclusion is a very satisfac- 
tory one for inventors. Lieut. Wood says: “‘ It is a 
well-known fact amoug ordnance experts that the 
breech mechanism and the principle of the construc- 
tion of the present high powered guns are entirely 
due to American invention, which wae, however, 
forced out of the country by lack of appreciation 
and was taken up and developed in Europe. I be 
lieve the day has come at last when our military in- 
ventors will not have to seek their ercouragement 
entirely abroad and I think that in the very near 
tuture our Government will be supplied entirely by 
cheap and effective projectiles of the kind | have 
sbown you to-night.” We think the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL may claim a share in this result, 
which is full of promise for tbe future of military 
invention. 








Tre National Board of Trade in the programme 
of recommendations and resolutions for the annual 
meeting to be held in New Orleans on Monday, Dec. 
8, and the following days, include onein favor of 
the Nicaragua Canal and, in connection therewith 
the early improvement of the Mississippi River and 
its tributaries. It also most earnestly favors the en 
actment, at the present session of Congress, of H. R. 
Bill, 10,909, introduced by Mr. Wallace, of New York, 
entitled ‘“‘ A Bill making an appropriation for the 
establishment of the State Naval Militia of the 
United States Naval Reserve,’’ and requests the Ex- 
ecutive Council to prepare a special memorial to 
Congress urging its pasyage. Thia matter was also 
urged upon the attention of Congress by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy in.a letter addressed to the Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Appropriations, 
May 13. 








Tue Minekahta Herald, reviewing the Indian aitu- 
ation, seusibly says: ‘lt is certainly high time the 
kid gloved gentry at Washingitcn took cognizance 
of matters gs they now exist vn tLe Indian reserva- 
tions of the Northwest, and put forth active meas- 
ures in the direction of compelling the so-called 
wards of the nation to obey the orders of the agents. 
In the first place every Indian on the Pine Ridge 
agency, and all other agenvies for that matter, 
should be disarmed. There is no earthly sense in 
permitting them to run around with a belt full of 
cartridges strung about their bodies and a Win- 
chester rifle thrown over their shoulders. They have 
no occasion whatever for the use of a rifle or re- 
volver and the quicker they are relieved of such 
weapons the better it will be.”

RECENT DEATHS, 

in August last we had occasion to congratulate 
Ger. Jedediah H. Baxter on bis accession to the posi- 
tion of Surgeon General of the Army, and now, 
scarcely four months later, we are called upon to 
chropicle his death, which occurred at Washingtor, 
D. C., at 1A. Mm. Dec. 4. He bad a paralytic stroke a 
few days previous, which resulted fatally. General 
Baxter bad commenced what gave promise of a 
most successful administration of the important 
office held by him, and had several years of useful- 
ness OD the active list before him. He was born in 
Vermont in 1837. In 1861 he joined the 12th Massa- 
chusetts Volunteers as surgeon, was mustered out 
in April, 1862, having received an appointment as 
surgeor, U.S. A., and this he held until July 20, 
1867, when he was appointed assistant, and in 1872 
chief medical purveyor, and in 1874 this jast position 
gave him the rank of colonel. For bis ‘faithful and 
meritorious services during the war” hereceived the 
brevets of lieutenaut colonel and colonel of volun- 
teers and colonel in the Regular Army. One of the 
papers of his native State, at the time of his last 
promotion, said: “During the war he had remarka- 
ble opportunitics for coming in contact with the 
volunteer soldierz, 20 that he came to be one of the 
best known and highest appreciated of the Army 
surgeons. Always noted fur his kindness and con- 
tinuing in the service after the close of the war, 
there is no officer in the Regular Army held in 
higher esteem by the veterans of to-day than the 
present Surgeon General. His many friends in Ver- 
mont extend congratulations to the Green Moun- 
tain boy, who, born and educated in Vermont, bas 
now been advanced to the highest position in his 
special department in the gift of the Government.” 
And now all are called upon to mourn bis death. 

The deceased officer in 1876 married Florence 
Tryov, daughteo of the late William Tryon of Wash- 
ington. The funeral, which will bea military ore, 
takes place on Saturday, and the War Department 
will close at ncon on that day. 


CAPTAIN R. G. HEINER, lst U.S. Iof., who died at 
Celumbus Barracks, Nov. 27, of Bright's disease, 
was a native of Pennsylvania; born August 10, 1839. 
In December, 1363, he was appointed 2d lieutenant 
22d U. S. Colored Infantry, promoted Ist lieutenant 
in January, 1865, and mustered out in October of the 
same year. In February, 1866, he was appointed a 
2d lieutenant, llth U.S. Infantry, soon rose to Ist 
lieutenant, was unassigned in April, 1869, and 
assigned to the lst Infantry July of the same year. 
He was promoted captain Sept. 29, 1879. Captain 
Heiner during his wilitary service of 27 years cid 
faithful duty, and his death will be regretted by 
many friends. 


Last week we briefiy referred to an accident in 
Washington, by a fall, to Gen. Cadmus M. Wilcox, 
and to the grave results anticipated. He died Dec. 
2. The deceased was born in North Carolina; en- 
tered the Military Academy in 1842, was graduated 
in 1246, and promoted to the 4th Infantry. He 
served with distinction in the Mexican War, and re- 
ceived the brevet of 1st lieutenant for his gallantry 
at Chapultepec. He was promoted Ist lieutenant 
7th Infantry Aug. 24, 1851, served as assistant in 
structor of tactics at the Military Academy from 
1852 to 1857, then went to Europe for a year on sick 
leave, was promoted captain on Dec. 20, 1860, and at 
the beginning of the War of the Rebellion was on 
frontier duty in New Mexico. Resigned his com- 
migesion June 8, 1861. At the close of the war, 
wrecked in fortune, he was offered a high position 
in the Beyptian Army, but declined. He is the 
author of a book on “Rifles and R fle Practice,” 
New York, 1859, and the translator from the French 
of “Austrian [Infantry Evolutions of the Line.” 
Since the war he has held various Government po- 
sitions in Washington and had a host of friends in 
that city. 


AN officer uf the 9th U.S. Infantry, writing of the 
late Captain Hayden De Lany, says: “The name 
Hayden De Lany is synonymous with ‘ manly cour- 
age,’and nowhere in life did he manifest it more 
than in bis last battle with that grim enemy—con- 
sumption. Captain J. G. Bourke, an article on 
*‘McKerzie’s Last Fight With the Gheyennes,’ says: 
‘ Down the centre thundered the slid column upon 
the Sioux, Cheyennes and Arapashoes under Lieut. 
Pbiilo Clarke, a brave and brilliant cavalry officer 
now dexd, and Lieut. Hayden De Lany, who had 
faced the leaden tempests of 28 pitch: d battles be- 
fore he gained bis cadetship, and yielded the palm 
of valor and coolness to no man in the grand old 
Army of the Tennessee, not even when U.38. Grant 
was its commander.””’ 
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THE funeral of the late August Belmont took 
place, Nov. 29, from the Church of the Ascension, 
New York City. Among the immediate friends of 
the family who arrived at the church in a body and 
were part of the procession to the altar were: Ad- 
miral ©.

COLONEL FRAscis M. Coo.ty, a veteran of the 
war and formerly an officer of the Regular Army, 
died at San Francisco, Nov. 24.

ACADEMY OF MT. DE SALES.

THE MIUITARY ACADEMY. 


Tue report of the Board of Visitors to the West 
Point Military Aeademy, of which Gen. Hawley is 
president, shows that that institution is in excellent 
condition under the able administration of Colonel 
Wilson. The buildings were found to bein very 
good conditior, and with the appropriation alreacy 
made the post will have all necessary buildiogs. 
Although the location of the new academic build- 
ings is left by law to others, the board recommends 
that the old historic buildings now in use be pre- 
served. inthe reconstruction of the quarters for 
enlisted men the present low and unsanitary loca- 
tion should be abandoned. The remodeling of the 
library is also recommended, as well as the applica- 
tion of part of the rental of the botel to its enlarge- 
ment. Touching the discipline at the Academy the 
board finds the methods adapted to the best inter- 
ests of the cadets, and temperately but firmly ap- 
plied. The recitations showed clearly that the sys- 
tem of iustruction had resulted in practical educa- 
tion of a high order. 

As the present accommodations will enable the 
Academy to receive and graduate 100 more cadets 
yearly than at present, the board recommend that 
some action be taken to keep up the full quota of 
cadets. Partly from delays in the appointment, 
and more often from failures to fill vacancies, the 
number of cadets present in the Academy is at all 
times much less than the number directed under the 
present law. To meet this difficulty the board sug- 
gests that members of the House be urged to make 
nominations of principals and alternates one year 
before the examination. Examinations might also 
be held at several other places besides West Point. 

The President should aiso be authorized to nomi- 
nate five persons at large every year and to kee 
this number filled when any vacancy is created. 
Each Sanator should also be requested to nominate 
a candidate, under the same conditions as Repre- 
sentatives. 





It is expected tbat a bill will be introduced in the 
cuming session of Parliament requiring shipbuilders 
and engineers to give tu the authorities particulars 
of all war ships buiitin Britain for foreign govern- 
mentr, and laying upon otber manufacturers the 
duty of furnishing details of all war muterials 
shipped by them. The purpose is to keep the 
autborities informed as to its resources in thig line. 
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THE PRESLIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


Ly his annual message to Congress President Har- 
1ison, under the heading of the War Department, 
says: 

The report of the Secretary of War exhibits sev- 
eral gratifying results attained during the year by 
wise apd unostentatious methods. The results at- 
tained by a reorganization and consolidation of the 
divisions having charge of the hospital and service 
records of the volunteer soldiers are very remarka- 
ble. I concur in the recommendations of the Secre- 
tary that adequate and regular eppropriations be 
continued for coast defence works and ordnance. 
Plans bave been practically agreed upon, and there 
can be no good reason for delaying the execution of 
them, while the defence: less state of our great sea- 
port furnishes an urgent reason fur wise expedition. 

The encouragement that has been extended to the 
militia of the States, generally and most appro- 
priately designated the ‘-National Guard,” should 
be continued and enlarged. These military organi- 
zations constitute, in a large sense, the Army of the 
Onited States, while about five sixtbs of the annual 
cost of their muintenance is defrayed by the States. 

Of the Navy he says: 

The construction and equipment of the new ships 
for the Navy have made very satisfactory progress. 
The experiments conducted during the year to test 
the relative resisting power of armor plates bas been 
30 Valuable as to attract great attention in kurope. 
The only part of the work upon the new ships that 
is threatened by unusual delay is the armor plating, 
and every effort is being made to reduce that to the 
minimum. (tis a source of congratulation that the 
anticipated influence of these modern vessels upon 
the esprit de corps of the officers and seamen has 
been fully realized. Confidence aud pride in the 
ship among the crew are equivalent toa secondary 
battery. Your favorable consideration is invited to 
the recommendations of the Secretary. 

He also says: 

The restoration of the remains of John Ericsson to 
Sweden afforded a gratifying occasion to honor the 
memory of the great inventor, to whose genius our 
country owes 80 wWuch, and to bear witness to the 
unbroken friendship which has existed between the 
land which bore him and our own, which claimed 
him as a citizen. 
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FOOT BALU AT WEST POINT. 
THE ARMY AND NAVY TRY CONCLUSIONS. 


West Pornt, N. Y., Dec. 4, 1890. 


Ow Thanksgiving Day the foot ball players were 
in the field bright and early, as Mr. Hyndman, Yale, 
84, who, for the past week has rendered eflicient 
service in coaching the team, bad to leave shortly 
after 10 o'clock in order to attend the Yale-Prince- 
ton game. The ground was frozen hard and sev- 
eral casualties occurred, the players being only 
temporarily disabled, however, as none of the in- 
juries proved serious. 

The resuit of the game on Saturday was not un- 
expected at West Point, and the Military Academy 
sends its hearty congratulations to Annapolis cadets 
who so honorably won a well deserved viciory. 
Besides the members of the team, whose oames 
spear below, there came from Annapolis,

The visitors arrived by the West Shore train 
which reached the post at 1.454. M. on Saturday. 
Notwithstanding this, several of the number wit- 
nessed guard mounting at 7.15. A reception vcom- 
mittee of cadets was appointed and the visiting 
vadets were taxen to barracks at about 10 o’clock. 
Official calls were made upon the Superintendent 


- and Commandant; riding in the hall was attended 


at 11, and at Lo‘clock the visitors dined with the 
corps in Grant Halil. The large number of naval 
officers who came to the post for the , urpose of wit- 
uessing the ball game were entertained at the club 
uta lunvb given by the officers of the post. It had 
been announced that the gume would be called at 2 
o'clock, and by that bour the plain was occupied by 
lundreds of spectators anxious to watch the play 
from start to finish. Toe infantry plain is so vast 
as to cause the space enclosed for the game tu seem 
comparatively smal]. On the east of the enclosure 
stood naval cadets, U. 8. M. A. cadetsand naval offi- 
cers, ready to cheer their respective teams. On the 
west were ranged Army officers, cadets and ladies. 
Seats had been provided four the latter just beyond 
the ropes. Sentinels marched within the line during 
the entire game, and the Commandant of Cadete, 
Col. Hawkins, occupied a position within the ropes 
during the game. 

The C.8. M. A. band began to play at about 2 
o’clock and shortly afte: wurd the rival teams ap- 
peared on the field amidst enthusiastic cheering, the 
cries of the Naval and Military Academies and the 
inspiring strains of the **Red, White and Blue.” The 
teams presented a marked contrast. Annapolis, tirst 
in the field, wore red avd white caps and red stock- 
ings as distinguishing colors. The condition of the 
costume showed that the match about to be played 
was by no means a muiden effort. The grace and 
dexterity with which the ball was handled in some 
prelimipary by-play occurripg before the actual 
game, were only too fully appreciated by the anx- 
ious eyes of many of West Point’s friends. 

The costume of the U.s. M. A. team consisted of 
black and orange caps aud biack stockings as dis- 
tinguishing colors. ‘Their spotiess white suits gave 
the players a trim, neat appearance. The average 
weight of the West Point team was nine pounds 
greater than that of Annapolis, but in appearance 
they. being in the main, taller and of slighter build, 
looked the lighter of the two. The colors worn by 
the frienda of the Naval Academy were red and 
white. The badges of the West Point sympathizers 
were of biack, gray and orange, these being the 
colors in the West Point vadet uniform—the orange 
being supposed to represent the buttons, the gray 
the cloth, the black the braid.

fortune for West Point, Emerich secured two touch- 
downs and Johnson one during the first half of the 
game.

The team is but a few 
weeks old, and considering their in+xperience and 
the very short time in which it has been possibile for 
them to practice, their defeat by a rival team of 
good record is no cause for mortification. Too much 
cannot be said in praise of the endurance an i perse 
verance of Cadet Michie. Had he been afforded but 
a share of the support given Cadet Emerich by bis 
team the score would not have stood 24 1n favor of 
Annapolis. This remark is made in no spirit of dis- 
paragement of any member of the West Point team. 
Individually they played excellently. Timberlake, 
Prince, Murphy, Ames and Walker, each and all 
merit the strongest commendation. The weak point 
in the play of the team was their failure to afford 
suppert, or to “cover their men’ to put it techni- 
cally. Experience teaches. If the cadets van prac- 
tice in the mean time, we dare to prophesy that they 
will not be easily beaten in a repetition of the en- 
counter of Saturday.

STATUS OF THE SOLDIER. 


We give here the substance of the two recent 
decisions by the U.S. Supreme Court already re- 
ferred to. 

United States, Appellant, u John Grimley. 

* * * It cannot be doubted that the 
civil courts may ip any case inquire into the juris— 
diction of a court-martial, and if it appears that the 
party condemned was not amenable to its jurisdic- 
tion, may discharge him from the sentence. And, 


on the other hand, it is equally clear that by habeas. 


corpus the civil courts exercise no supervisory or 
correcting power over tbe proceedings of a court- 
martial; aud tbat no mere errors in their proceed- 
ings are open to consideration. The single inquiry, 
the test, is jurisdiction. That being established, the 
habeas corpus must be denied and the petitioner 
remanded. That wanting, it must be sustained and 
the petitioner discharged. If Grimley was an en- 
listed soldier be was amenable to the jurisdiction of 
the court-martial; and the principal question, the 
one ruled against the Government, is whether Grim- 
ley’s enlistment was void by reason of the fact that 
be wae over thirty-five years of age. This case in- 
volves a matter of contractual relation between the 
parties; and the law of contracte, as applicable 
thereto, is worthy of notice. The Government, as. 
contracting party, offers contract and service. 
Grimley accepts such contract, declaring that he 
possesses all the qualificatious prescribed in the 
Government's offer. Toe contract is duly signed. 
Grimley bas made au upbtrue statement in regard to 
his qualifications. Tbe Government makes no ob- 
jection because of the untruth. The qualification is 
one for tbe benefit of the Government, one of the 
contracting parties. Who can take advuntage of 
Grimley's lack of qualification ? Obviously only the 
party for whose bevelit it was inserted. Such is the 
ordivary law of contracts. 

‘The matter of age is merely incidental, and 
not of the substance of the contract; and 
can a party by false representations as to such inci- 
dental matter obtain a contract, aod thereafter dis- 
own and repudiate its obligations on the simple 
ground that the fact in reference to this incidental 
matter wus coutrary to his representations? May 
he utter a falsehood to acquire a contract, and plead 
the truth to avoid if, wheu the matter in respect to 
which the falsehood is stated is for his benefit? It 
must be noted here, that in the present contract is 
involved no matter of duress, a ema oe ignoranve, 
oriotoxication. Grimley was sober, and of his own 
volition went to the recruiting office and enlisted. 
There was no compulsion, no solicitation, no mis- 
representation. A man of mature years, he entered 
freely into the contract. 

By eniisiment the citizen becomes a soldier. His 
relations to the State and the public are changed. 
He acquires a pew status, with correlative rights 
aod duties; avd although he may violate his con- 
tract obligations, bis status as a soldier is un- 
wbanged. He cannot of bis own volition throw off 
the garwepts be bas opce put on, por can he, the 

te pot objecting, renounce bis relations and de- 
stroy bis status on the plea that, if he had disclosed 
trutofully the Jacts, the other party, the State, 
Would not ha7e entered into the new relations with 
him, or permitted bim to change his status. | Of 
course these considerations may not apply where 
there is insanity, idiocy, infancy, or any other dis- 
ability which, iu its nature, disablesa party from 
changing bis status or entering into new relations. 
But where a party is sui juris, without any disabil- 
ity to enterinto the new relations, the rule generally 
applies as stated. . 

And ip the ease of a soldier, these consider- 
ations become of vast public importance. While 
our regular army is smail compared with those of 
Europeau natious, yetits vigor and efficiency are 
equally important. An army is not a deliberative 
body. Itis the executive arm. Its law is that of 
obeutence. No question can be left open as tu the 
right to command in tbe officer, or the duty of obe- 
dienee in the soldier. Vigor and efficiency on the 
part of the cflicer and contidence among the sol- 
diers in one avother are impaired if any question 
be left open as to their attitude to each other. So, 
unless there be in the nature of things some inher- 
ent vice in the existence of the relation, or pnatural 
wrong inthe manner io which it wae established, 
public policy requires that it should wor be dis- 
turbed. Now, there is no inherent vice in the mili- 
tary service ot a man forty years of age. Tne age 
of thirty-five, as prescribed in the statute, is ope of 
convenience merely. The Government bas the right 
to the military service of all its able-bodied citizens; 
and may, when emergency arises, justly exact that 
service from ail. And if forits own convenience, 
and with a view to the selection of the best materiul, 
it bas fixed the age at thirty-‘ive, it is a matter 
which in any given case it may waive; and it does 
not lie in the mouth of any ove above that age, on 
that account aloue, to demand release from an obli- 
gation Voluntarily assumed, and discharge from a 
service voluutarily eutered into. The Government, 
and the Government alone, is the party to the 
transaction tbat cau raise objections on that 
ground. We conclude, therefore, that the age of the 
petitioner was vo ground for his discharge. 

A winor question arises on these facts as to 
whetber the petitioner wasin fact enlisted. Lt ap- 
pears that oo Saturday, February 18, 1888, the peti- 
tioner entered the recruiting rendezvous in Boston, 
and exprersed a aesireto enlist. He underwent a 
physical examiuvation. He took the oath of alie- 
giance before the recruiting officer, signed the 
clothing rolls, and was placed iu charge of the ser- 
geant. The latter took him tothe clothing-room, 
and selected for his aniform a cap, trousers, blanket, 
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him. He put none of these articles on except the 
cap, and that in a few minutes he took off. He then 
asked permission to go away and see his friends, 
and the sergeant told him to go, and be back on 
Monday. He went away in bis citizens’ clothes, re- 
turned to his mother’s house and told her what he 
had done. She was very much grieved, and after 
some conversation with him went to the recruiting 
Office, and finding three men there told them her 
errand, and was advised substantially that Grimley 
need not come back, and might go to work. Who 
these men were is not disclosed. On the strength of 
that he did not return, but went off and engaged in 
service as a coachman. He was arrested as a de- 
serter on May 16, 1888, brought before a court- 
martial and found guilty, as beretofore stated. 

The question presented is, whether the petitioner 
had, in fact, enlisted and become a soldier. It will 
be noticed that in this oath of allegiance 1s an 
acknowledgment that he bad enlisted, and that it 
was pot an agreement to enlist. In this respect this 
case differs from that of Tyler v. Pomeroy (8 Allen, 
480,)in which the plaintiff, with others, had signed a 
paper by which, in terms they agreed to serve for a 
period of three years *‘ from the date of our being 
mustered into the United States’ service.’’ In that 
case Mr. Justice Gray, thena member of the Su- 
preme Court of Massachusetts, in an opinion review- 
ing all the authorities in England and in this country, 
drew a distinction between an agreement to enlist, 
which, if broken, simply gave a right of action for 
damages, and un enlistment, which changes the 
status of the party, transfers him from civil to mili- 
tary life, and renders him amenable to military jur- 
isdiction. 

it is insisted that the Articles of War were not read 
to him; but that is not a prerequisite. ‘‘ Within six 
days after’’ is the statute. The reading of the one 
bundred and twenty-eight articles, many of which 
do not concern the duty of a soldier, is not essential 
to his enlistment. Paragraph No. 766 o0f the Army 
Regulations of 1881 is as follows: **The forms of 
declaration, and of consent in the case of a minor, 
baving been signed and witnessed, the recruit will 
then be duly examined by the recruiting officer and 
surgeon, if one be present, and, if accepted, the 47th 
and 103d Articles of War will be read to him, after 
which he will be allowed time to consider the sub- 
ject until his mind appears to be fully made up 
before the oath is administered to him.’”’ That this 
was complied with aT tp ee ys from the testimony. 

The petitioner testifies that something was read to 
him out of a book, though he is unable to say what 
t was; and Captain Miller, the recruiting officer, 
testifies that he 1s under the impression, though not 
positive, that heread the 47th Articletohim. He 
also says that he had quite a conversation with him, 
inquiring as to bis past life and why he had decided 
to enlist. No solicitations were used, no advantage 
taken of him. The enlistment was a deliberate act. 
No specified amount of time for the purpose of 
consideration is prescribed by the regulation. The 
oath is not to be administered until bis mind is fully 
made up, and that is all that is required. There is 
nothing in the circumstances surrounding the en- 
listment to vitiate the transaction.’ We conclade, 
therefore, upon the whole case, that the age of the 
petitioner was no bar to his enlistment of which he 
can take advantage ; that the taking of the oath of 
allegiance is the pivotal fact which changes the 
status from that of civilian to that of soldier; that 
the enlistment was a deliberate act on the part of 
the petitivuner; and that the circumstances sur- 
rounding it were not such as would enuble him, of 
his own volition, to ignore it, or justify a court in 
setting it aside. 

The judgment of the Circuit Court will be re- 
versed and the case remanded with instructions to 
reverse the decree of the District Court and take 
such further proceedings as shall be in conformity 
witb the opinion of this court.

* * * The facts differ from those in that 
case, in tis: The petitioner was seventeen years 
of age, and had a mother living who did not consent 
to his enlistmepvt. Upon his enlistment he drew 
from the United States his uniform and equipments, 
and continued in actual service from the 23a day of 
August to the 13th day of September, 1883, when be 
deserted. He remained in concealment until Feb- 
ruary, 1889, at which time he had become of age, 
and then appeared at a recruiting office and de- 
manded his discharge from the army on the ground 
that he was a minor when enlisted. In his oath of 
allegiance he swore that he was twenty-one years 
and tive months old. it will be seen that the peti 
tioner was within the age prescribed by section 1116 
of the Revised Statutes, to wit, sixteen and thirty five 

ears. 

. But this provision is for the benetit of the parent 
orguardian. It meanssimply that the Government 
will not disturb the control of parent or guardian 
over his or her child without convent. [t gives the 
right to such parent or guardian to invoke the aid 
of the court and secure the restoration of a minor 
to his or her control; but it gives no privilege to 
the minor. 

In this case the parent never insisted upon her 
right of custody and control; and the fact that he 
had a mother living at the time is, therefore, im- 
material. The contract of enlistment was good so 
far as the petitioner is concerned. He was not only 
de facto, but de jure,a soldier—amenable to muli- 
tary jurisdiction. His mother not iaterfering, he was 
vound to remain in the service. His desertion and 
concealment for five years did not relieve him from 
his obligations as a soldier, or his liability to mili- 
tary control. The order of the Circuit Court re 
macding him to the custody of the appellee was cor 
rect and must be affirmed.

RIFLE PRACTICE, STATE OF NEW YORK. . 


THE records of the Department of Rifle Practice, presided 
over by Brig.-Gen. Charles F. Robbios, general i tor, 
who, in this work, isso ably assisted by Capt..N. B. Thurs. 
ton, 22d Regimeut, have now been completed for the year 
1890. The records show that a total of 4.584 men qualified as 
marksmea in 1890, against 5.219 in 1889. Although this 
season shows a decrease of 635 men against the number 
qualified in 1889, the general result of this year’s practice is 
very satisfactory, and the State has undoubtedly gained a 
larger number of practical marksmen than it ever had be- 
fore. This is due to the system of free practice days so hap. 
pily introduced by General Robbins, whereby any man can 
“o to the range at stated periods for practice without cost. 
The recent change in the rules, increasing the necessary 
score of a marksman to 30 points from 25 as formerly, and 
the reduction in the size of the target, makes it somewhat 
more difficult to qualify. The new conditions of practice 
were also, in some particulars, not as fully understood in 
the Ist and 2d Brigades as they will be by another season. 
The principal! falling off in numbers is in the Ist and 2d Brig- 
ades. The 3d and 4th Brigades have been shooting under 
the new rules for two seasons, while the Ist and 2d Brigades 
shot under the new conditions for the first time in the 
season just closed. Another year will probably show in- 
creased figures, and a better opportunity for comparison. 
Certain it is that the new conditions are popular, and turn 
out a more reliable body of marksmen than the old system, 
as it gives every mano ample opportunity to familiarize bim- 
self with his rifle. The number of sharpshooters qualify- 
ing in 1890 is 254 against 233 in 1889, a gratifying increase, 
especially as the distance is now greater, viz.: 500 and 600 
yards, and the latter range was a new one to many. The 
following figures show the number of marksmen through- 
out the State, who qualified during the season of 1890:

Men who have done years of service as militia men are 
better qualitied to judge of the titness of candidates for com- 
missions than men who bave never before done military 
duty, who, in many instances, do not propose to do any, 
and who are party menand enlisted as such. The proper 
course for the State authorities in such cases would be to 
throw out all enlistments made for such a purpose, to dis- 
approve of discharges made against the consent of the men 
discharged, in other words to see that as few changes as 
sible be made from the time a vacancy — until an

MASSACHUSETTS. 


INSPECTOR GENERAL SAMUEL DALTOS, of Mass., bas just 
issued advance cupies of bis annual report tor the year 1890. 
The report isa tull and interesting ope. We make the fol- 
lowing @xtracts from it : 

Eleveu companies were found to be in excellent, 48 in 
good, 21 in tair and 4 ia poor cundition. 

Tbe reports on the ambulance corps in both brigades 
show a satisfactory condition which cannot be said of the 
signal corps, which have fallen off .in discipline and effi- 
ciency. Tbe reports on armory inspections developed a lack 
of system in some com wands in the administration of affairs; 
careless and different officers boldiog commissions and ex- 
ercis'ng comman?, preventing the advancement of the com- 
pany, and keeping the standard low. Captuins should give 
opportunities te their subordinates to exercise command io 
drilling, and to become acquainted with administrative 
matters, and wben want of capacity or inefficiency is appa- 
_—. such should give place for competent and efficient 
officers. 
Instruction in the sitting up drill should receive more at- 
tention. 

Armories were, as a rule, well ‘kept, and the State prop- 
erty well cared for. 

Referring to the annual encampments of the State troops, 
Gen. Daiton,. among other thiogs, says: 

The brigades showed marked improvement in guard per- 
formance, courtesy and disciplive. More attention was 
given to the uniformity and care of quarters, but much yet 
remains to be accomplisbed in this direction. Officers 
should be held strictly responsibie for their company streets 
atter taps. Unauthorized swords were worn: enlisted men 
were allowed to wear fatigue caps not of the regulation 
pattern, which sbould not be allowed in the future. 

The policing of the camps was guvod. The drills were in- 
structive, but too much time was given to brigade and bat- 
talion drill, to the neglect of more important matter; con- 
tinuous duty, including two dress parades each day, seems 
too much for the endurance of the men. 

The two corps of cadets performed their tours of camp 
and annual drill duty satisfactorily. Adverse criticisms are, 
bowever, made as to attendance. 

The duty performed by the naval battalion on board the 
receiving sbip Wabash, considering that it was its first tour 
of duty since its organization, was well done, the work on 
board ship and tbe intelligence of officers and men highly 
commendable. The manual of this organization was not 
what it should be; the formations were crude, and disci- 
vline in many instances may be improved upon. 

Good citizens should be welcomed in camp at proper 
times; the turbulent element never. More trouble comes 
from the latter than many suppose; 90 per cent. of the ar- 
rests by the guard are of this class. 92 plus per cent. per- 
tormed duty at the annualencampments. The number ab- 
sent without leave was the smaiiest yet reported in ang 

ear. The work on heavy artillery by the ist Inf., Maj. 

bas. H. Hovey in charge, bas been given more attention 
during the year at camp than heretofore. Cos. I, 5tb lof., 
and A, 6th lof., are deserving of specisl mention as having 
in camp every officer and man of a full enlistment. 

The reports on the annual drills, with one exception, show 
the attainment of good results, Meetings should be held at 
which the field service should be talked over by officers and 
made clear, wore particolariy such as are not mentioned in 
tactics. The men at these drills were not instructed in the 
matter of taking advantage of the ground passed over in 
protecting themselves as skirmishers, aod in some instances 
the officers would have been surprised—if in actual cam- 
paign—from failure to poegeny protect their flaaks.and ne- 
giect in the examination of woods, ravines and other cov- 
ers which would be taken advantage of by the enemy for 
the delivery of a flanking fire. 

Skirmish lines should never be followed by troops in col- 
umn, a8 an attack on its flank would at once throw the main 





body into confusion and bazard its Wi 
seule, should be weil guarded and protected at all thnes: a 
pecially when in retreat, 
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The discipline, as a rule, was good, the 
sbowrng a fair knowledge of the duty uired. 
average attendauce at the anoual drills was 90 per 
of the actual enlistment,and an average of 91 per 
cent. for camp and annus! drill. 

The year’s work of the State force has been productive of 
good results, showing commendable progress; the value of 
ood officers has become more an:] more spparent, and in 
instances poor officers have given place to more ethcient 
ones in the interests of progress; more attention bas been 
giyen to personal appearance in the cleanliness of uniforms 
and equipmeate, and there bas existed a growiay pride of 
organization, whieh argues well for the future.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The December number of the North American 
Review brings toaclose the 15lst volume of that 
ancient and honorable periodical, which still retains 
the foremost place it has long held in periodical 
literature. Lt is a notable issue, containing articles 
on timely and interesting topics by many distin- 
guished ters. The editor bas increased the npum- 
ber of pages from 128 to 144, in order to make room 
for a greater variety of interesting matter. [t offers 
an arena for the discussion of public questions by 
contributors of varying opinions, asking oniv that 
they should have something worth saying. Thus in 
this number we have articles by the Democratic 
Senator Carlisle and the Republican Superintendent 
of Census Porter. Capt. E. L. Zalinski, U.S. A., 
discusses “The Future of Warfare,’’ and we have 
foreign contributions from Swinburne, Sir Lyon 
Playfair, and the Marquis of Lorne; an article by 
Mrs. Burton Harrison, the author of that bright 
story, “ The Anglomaniacs,”’ etc. 

The Arena is one of the latest but one of the most 
promising of the applicants for public favor in the 
department of magazine literature. The December 
number iatroduces the third volume, with an ex- 
cellent table of contents. The views of Count Tol- 
stoi on the doctrine of non-resistance are set forth 
in a paper accompanied by his portrait. The Rev. 
Lyman Abbott, whose portrait is also given, en- 
deavors to return a satisfactory answer to the ques- 
tion, “‘ What is Christianity?” and articles of a simi- 
lar serious nature constitute the bulk of this excel- 
lent number. ‘A Private’s Return”’ is the title of 
the principal story, by Humlin Garland—a further 
illustration of the disposition of our periodicals to 
deal with military themes. 

The Journal of the Military Service Institution for 
November has articles or discussions by Generals 
Crawford, Abbot, and Vincent, Colonels Dodge, 
Hamilton, Vollum, and Carey, Majors Haskins, 
Jackson, and Brooke, Captains Chester and Dietz, 
Lieuts. Schenck, Conklin, and Parkhurst. We re- 
gret to observe that Gen. Rodenbough’s official 
duties compel him to close bis connection with the 
ournal as editor, but he bas an able successor in 

ieut. James C. Bush, who has heretofore served as 
assistant editor. 

Messrs. Lee and Shepard, Boston, have added t> 
their * Blue and Gray Series"’ On the Blockade by 
Oliver Optic. Its incidents, as the title indicates, re- 
produce the experiences of the War of the Rebel- 
lion. The autbor wanders safely in the paths of 
imagination and has no fear of being brought to bis 
reckoning by some gradgrind of a sailor who has 
superstitious reverence for fact. The book is 
an excellent one for boys, the reputation of its 
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“Stand by the Union.” Worthington’s History 
of the United States, edited by Anuie Cole Cody, ig 
another excellent work for the same class of readers, 
It commences with the story of the mound builders 
and brings us down to the admission of [daho, July 
4, 1890-—a broad interval to span with a fifty cent 
volume like this. The author has followed the plan 
of selecting the most dramatic features of an his- 
tory and those that teach the story of patriotism. 
Two-thirds of the volume is devoted to the perioti 
preceding the close of Washington's administration, 
and to this and the Civil War are devoted 325 of the 
389 pages in the volume. 


An interesting chapter in the history of ** the Lost 
Cause” is found in a handsome volume of Southern 
War Songs—Camp-fire, Patriotic and Sentimental, 
collected and arranged by W. L. Fagan, and pub 
lished by M. T. Richardson and Co., New York. The 
story of the passions, ambitions and hopes that kept 
alive the fires of Southern resolution during four 
years of warare here presented in a way that im- 
presses the imazination more than the dry recital of 
fact. Asthe compiler of this volume says, ** these 
songs index the passionate sincerity of the South at 
the time they were written.”” That passionate de- 
votion to an ideal of country has left its impress 
upon the Southern, and thus upon the American 
charactsr, and this volume is of interest to all who 
in a philosopbical spirit followed the ideas of patriot- 
ism and public duty to their source. In some of our 
most loyal citizens patriotic devotion is traceale to 
their early reverence for a foreigo flag; in others to 
their enthusiasm for the now shrouded symbol of 
the Confederacy, but, so long as they bring their 
tribute of loyal duty to the American U nivn, we neeu 
not ask in what school the lesson of patriotism was 
learned. This volume is, therefore, of interest to all 
who would revive the recollections of the war 
period. We van even turn from reading the 
story of Appomattox to join with lusty lungs in 
singing the Southern song of *“‘ No Surrender, No 
Surrender!” it comes in very well, too, as a chorus 
to the report of the 40th Congress of a cotal of 
476,000 Confederate and 188,000 Union prisoner cap- 
tured during the war. We may shout in chorus: 

Whoop! the Doodles have broken loose, 
Roariog around like the very deuce ; 

And we all wish it was now as true as in the days 
of the Confed- racy that the ladies lifted up their 
voices together and sang: 

The soldier is the lad for me— 
A brave heart I adore, 

And when the Sunny South is free, 
And when fighting is ao more, 

I’i! choose me then a lover brave, 
From out that gallant band, 

Toe soldier lad [ love the best 
Shail bave my heart and hand, 

There bave been previous collections of Southern 
war songs, but the author justly claims for this 
volume the meritof being the most completeof any.
